I have always believed that the duty of a public official 
iS t¢ eaee the people into his confidence and take the time 
to show clearly to them what his duties are and how he 
administers the affairs of his office; in other words, to “give 
~ account of his stewardship.” 

The Superintendent of Schools of Warren county, with 
the consent of the Board of Education, has theretore taken 
the time to put in shape the statistical and financial reports 
of his office in order that you might see for yourself what 
we have for the money we have sent. In other words, you 
can get in this pamphlet the facts as they are, and as we 
send them to the State Department of Education. 

I beg to cal] your attention to the increased enrollment 
of the school children and the increased length of term; 
to the fact that your taxes have been economically spent, 
and that we have given you an open docr to the school 
room every day possible with the money provided by your 
taxes and the State’s donation. You will see from the en- 
rollment, divided by the number of teachers, that we have 
given each teacher an average cf forty-six pupils to train 
and instruct, and with the compulsory attendance of pupils 
between the ages of eight and twelve, I feel that our teach- 
ers will have more to do than they can do satisfactorily. I 
regret that we cannot pay cur teachers more money, and 
then require them to thoroughly prepare themselves by at- 
tendance upon summer schools, and proper reading. The 
county is doing all that it can in that direction by holding 
teachers’ institutes and by compeiling attendance upon a 
monthly teachers’ association, held for the purpose of the 
studv of the theory and practice of teaching, a very help- 
ful and necessary adjunct to a correct understanding of 
their every-day problems.

A sussestion to the Board: 


In closing this report of the year’s work, I deem it 
my duty to call the attention of the Board to the unsatis- 
factory condition of many of the school district boundaries. 

For instance, many of the special tax districts were so 
laid off that strips of territory within the townships were 
excluded. This territory is therefore excluded from the 
benefits of the special tax schools, and has to maintain a 
separate school in each strip. The report of the census for 
these respective strips will show a small census and a small 
school. Take the large township of Warrenton, for in- 
stance, and you will observe that it has only sixty-six white 
children between the ages of six and twenty-one, with an 
enrollment of forty-seven and an attendance of thirty-eight. 
I believe it would be to the interest of the tax payers of 
that township if all the territory, not now embraced in the 
special tax district, within the township be included and 
the tax rate be raised from twenty cents to thirty, and es- 
tablish a number one high school for the public school chil- 
dren. } 

Take Hawtree: it maintains one white and one colored 
school, the remainder of the territory is embraced in special 
tax district; if properly laid off, the children in this terri- 
tory could attend Wise High School, or Norlina Special 
Tax School. 

The average length of term of the elementary schools 
is eighty-five days; but a great majority actually run only 
eighty days. The special tax on a thousand dollars of 
property, ot the highest rate (30 cents) would be only three 
dollars. This three dollars will almost double the length 
of term, and where a parent has more than one child, it 
provides a school for all of his children for the same tax. 
So it-is clear to my mind that ALL of our territory should 
be embraced within special tax boundaries. With the in- 
creased length of term guaranteed by the State—a mini- 
mum of sixth months; a small special tax, say a dollar and 
a half or two dollars on the thousand dollars worth of 
property, would mean an eight months’ school open to each 
child. When we remember that the ONLY EDUCATION 
received by eighty-five per cent. of our population is ob- 
tained in our public schools, then it behooves us to make 
every sacrifice, every endeavor to make our public schools 
the very best schools possible. 
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How can this be done? Ina large measure it can be 
accomplished by the hearty, earnest co-operation of the par- 
ents of the children. If the child finds out that the parent 
is criticizing the teacher, and that the parent is indifferent 
to the attendance of the child, and careless of his progress, 
then Paul may be your teacher, and Apollas may bring 
your water, but your school will be a failure. 

Discipline, tact and faithful work is necessary in the 
teacher; but without the community support, without en- 
couragement and words of appreciation, the teacher cannot 
do herself justice, nor can she do the community justice, 
Let us, therefore, take a deeper interest in the school; let 
us add to its attractiveness by the establishment of better- 
ment societies; let us call it “our” school, and meet there 
with the children and the teacher; and when the fourteen- 
year-old boy says, “Pa, I want to go fishing to-day,” learn 
to say, “Son, I would be glad to give you all the pleasure 
possible; but the State of North Carolina and the county of 
Warren have provided a school for YOUR education, and 
I cannot allow you to grow to manhood without embracing 
every opportunity to give you an education; wait a few 
days for some suitable Saturday and we will all go—your 
mother, sisters and our neighbors’ children.” “No man

The bank for all the people 
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liveth to himself,” and the public schooi was born of the © 
necessity of educating the masses. “Show me an educated 
community, and I will show you a prosperous community,” 
is a true assertion. 

Not very far in the past it was thought that only the 
sons and daughters of the rich should be educated. Know- 
ledge is power, and our ancestors knew this to be a fact, and 
educated their sons and daughters in private schools at 
their own expense. The poor could not do it, and therefore 
the poor did not have an equal opportunity in the race for 
the goal of temporal success, and the rich became more 
powerful and the poor increased and multiplied and “Knew 
not that he knew not,” and apparently was satisfied. If we 
should leave this question of education to the mothers of 
our land, there would be no fear of consequences. The bur- 
den of ignorance falls heaviest upon our mothers; the sor- 
row of drudgery bequeathed by a thoughtless father falls 
with crushing weight upon the hearts of the mothers who 

‘rejoiced that they had brought forth a man-child,” yet are 
doomed to see him struggling with the uneducated masses 
at the foot of the ladder, without reward or the hope of re- 
ward. It is true that education is a comparative term, and 
that it is a process of the ages; but the education provided 
in our public school system will equip our boys and girls to 
so lift themselves above those who neglect the State’s bene- 
ficent aid that they can see more clearly their duty and 
perform more nobly their daily tasks. 

I believe, gentlemen of the Board of Education, that it 
will be your pleasure to use every just means in your power 
to place before every child of this county an opportunity 
to “burgeon out” all that is within him. I believe, as the 
guardians of the children of this county that your purpose 
is to educate the masses—no special schools or favorites

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picked here and there as an object lesson; but that the 
thought predominating your minds and the motive actu- 
ating your deeds is but the echoing of the sentiment in the 
big heart of North Carolina’s greatest advocate of public 
education, Hon. Charles B. Aycock, who, just a few mo- 
ments before he died, used these words: 

“Oh, my friends, I thank God Almighty, who is no: 
respecter of persons, that you cannot get the best for your 
bey and your girl until you are ready to give the best to my 
boy and my girl. You can take that boy of yours and send 
him through the schools, send him through the college, send 
him through the university, send him abroad, bring him 
back home, head and shoulders above his friends and neigh- 
bors, but he won’t be very high when he is head and 
shoulders above his neighbors if his neighbors are ignorant, 
untaught and weak. You cannot get the best out of your 
boy unless other people’s boys are educated nearly or quite 
as well as your boy; you have got to get the best out of your 
boy by competing with other boys that are near about as 
good as he is but not quite.” 

This is the spirit of universal education; this is the 
spirit behind public education—the taxing of the childless 
to help educate the community; because universal educa- 
tion means the general uplift of humanity. “Inasmuch as 
you have done it unto the least of these, my brethren, you 
have done it unto Me.” 

I desire to thank the Board for its uniform courtesy 
and confidence since associated with them, and to ask their 
good will and support for the future. 

T desire to thank my friends for their earnest support 
in the past, and to promise my very best efforts towards 
making our public schools of Warren county second to none.

1. When High School Subjects May be Taught.-- High school 
branches can not be taught in schools having only one 
teacher, and may be taughtin schools having more than 
one teacher only after adequate provisions have first beer 
made for the thorough teaching of the elementary branches 
mentioned in section 4087.

‘The book 
must bein such condition that, if there had been no change 
it could have been used by the child in the public schools.

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What Constitutes a Schoo! Day?—I presume that 


in construing the law fixing a school day at not less than 
six hours nor more than seven hours the committee would 
have to use the same common sense that they would use in 
other business. A literal construction of the law would, 
I presume, require at least six hours of school work. A 
reasonable construction would probably allow short reces- 
ses to be taken out of this time, as the teacher is compell- 
ed to remain and have supervision of the children during 
recesses. If the amount of time taken for recessesis ex- 
cessive, of course, it should not be included in the six 
hours. You can easily understand how, if the teacher was 
allowed to count all recesses and to give as much time for 
recesses as he chose, the number of hours of work might 
be too greatly reduced. Whether the law ought to be 
construed to require six hours of actual school work would 
depend, I think, to some extent, upon the season of the 
year and the distance that the children living farthest 
from the school had to walk. For example, in many plac- 
es it would be difficult in the winter to begin earlier than 
9a.m., or toclose later than 4 p. m. This would give 
six hours of work, with an intermission of an hour of 
dinner, but would not include any short recesses between 
times, which are usually desireable, and which, I think 
ought to be included in the six hours.

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Use of Schoolhouse for Religious Purposes. 

The schoolhouse is the property of all the people, built 
by the taxes of all the people, and, while it is under the 
control of the county board of education and the school 
committee, the continuous use of it for the benefit of only 
a part of the people consisting of one religious denomina- 
tion is always subject to criticism from some of the peo- 
ple belonging to other denominations; and, for that rea- 
son, I think it is usually unwise to permit a schoolhouse 
to be used continuously as a church by one sect or denom- 
ination. If one denomination is permitted to use it for 
this purpose, other denominations would have the same 
right to demand its use, if needed, and all sorts of comp- 
lications might arise. I think the occasional use of the 
schoolhouse by any religious denomination for such a good 
purpose as the promotion of religion among the people is 
for the elevation of the community andis proper, or the 
use of it by a denomination while they are building a 
church, or getting ready to build a church, as an accom- 
modation, it seems to me, ought not be objected to, with 


the permission of the county board of ANG siet and the 
school committee.

Fines, Forfeitures and Penalties Must be Recorded and Reported.— 

All fines, forfeitures and penalties must be recorded and 
reported as required by section 5, Article 9, of the State 
Constitution. Policemen or other officers can not legally 
accept fines and make compromises without judgment. 

Fines, Forfeitures, Etc., Can Not be Remitted.— 

The county board of education can not remit by compro- 
mise any portion of fines, forfeitures and penalties due the 
county school fund and diverted by towns and cities. 

Fines, Etc., Imposed in Mayors’ Courts Must go to Coun- 
ty School Fund.—All fines, etc., imposed in mayors’ courts 
of towns and cities must be properly reported and paid 
over to the county school fuud, and failure to do so is a 
misdemeanor. Evasionsare illegal. 

Fines Imposed by Recorder's Court Must go to County 
School Fund.—Fines imposed by a recorder’s court must 
go to the general county school fund and not to the grad- 
ed school fund of the town in which the recorder’s court 
sits. (May 14, 1909.)

In Conclusion. 


We call the attention of our citizens to the fact that this 
is the only full Report ever published and circulated in 
Warren county in respect to the receipts and expenditures 
of the School Fund, and in respect to Statistics. The 
Board of Education has nothing to hide from the Tax 
payers. They, as individuals and as a Board, desire your 
confidence. The last Legislature passed an amendment to 
the School Law authorizing the Boardof Education to pub- 
lish their Report in pamphlet form, instead of in a News- 
paper, if they so desired.

The following letter, alluded to above, explains ilself: 

Mr. Howard F. Jones, 

Warrenton, N. C. 

Dear Sir: 

I beg to say that Superintendent Joyner is 
attending the meeting of the National Educational Associa 
tion in San Francisco, and will not return to the office be- 
fore the last ofthe month. Your letter of the 8th inst. 
cannot, therefore, receive his personal attention before 
that time. 

I will say, however, thatthe Attorney General rules 
that the law does not intend that every item for which 
the public school fund was expended shall be itemized and 
published. For example, if payment was made for build- 
ing a house, it is not necessary to itemizethe expenditur- 
es for nails, paint, shingles, lime, hair, etc. The idea is 
to publish a statement full enough to give information, 
but not to go to the trouble of splitting up accounts. 
Kach account should, of course, be listed.
